Redlands Visited by a Big 
Inundation. 


A Great Flood Pours Through the 
Town Almost without Warning. 


Three Children Swept Away and 
Probably Drowned, 


Several Houses Wrecked—The Mo- 
tor Road Washed Out-—Or- 
chards Ruined—The Peo-~ 
ple Panic-stricken. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 11.—|Spe- 
cial.} A party of eleven men who 
have just arrived from Redlands tell a 
fearful story of destruction caused by 
flood. They left there at 6:30 p.m., 
walking in over the Santa Fé track, 
At that time the water was still con- 
tinuing to pour down the streets. 

‘The first seen of-the flood was about 
5:10, when a man on horseback dashed 
down State street, the main street of 
the city. His horse was covered with 
foam and the rider rode through the 
city crying in aloud voice: “Look out 
for the flood! It’s coming!’’ Looking 
up the street, a vast volume of water 
was observed coming down. In a few 
minutes it reached the city and then 
the paniccommenced. Women fainted 
and strong men turned pale. It was 
soon discovered that no reservoir had 
broken, but that the disaster was 
due to 

A CLOUD-BURST. 
on the Crafton Hills. The people be- 
came less excited. 

No organization of psople has yet 
been effected to assist parties who may 
need help. Nothing can be done. 
The water is two or three feet deep. 

It is supposed that a number of 
casualities have resulted, although no 
bodies have been found. A number of 
children belonging to families living 
along the zanja are missing. 

FUGITIVES FROM THE FLOOD. 

At6 o’clock parties commenced to 
arrive at Redlands from the surround- 
ing country in teams afd vehicles of 
allkinds. They came in to escape 
what they thought would bea second 
Conemaugh disaster. Women were 
brought in unconscious from fright. 
As fast as the people arrived they 
were given quarters on high ground. 
Rooms were obtained for nearly all 
who came in, but forsome no accom- 
modatio ns could be furnished. 

Notrains have arrived here from 
Redlands tonight. If a train had been 
aken out of there at 5 o’clock, there 
would have been 200 people who would 
have taken it. 

THE SCARE OVER. 

The scare is now over. The damage 
that has been done by the raging 
waters cannot now be estimated, but 
it must be heavy. The Motor Road 
Company hasa large force of section 
men working tonight repairing the 
line where it has been washed out. 
Officials state that the Jine will be in 
operation tomorrow. 

After the water left Redlands it 
passed on to Barton ranch, killing all 
the young orange groves and nursery 
stock. Some four or five parties living 
on thearanch have lost their all. A 
party who has just arrived from Red- 
lands says that the damage on the 
Barton ranch alone will reach fully 
$50,000. 


LATER REPORTS. 
Houses Swept Away—Three Child- 
ren Reported Drowned. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 11.—[Spe- 
cial.) About 5 o’clock this afternoon 
the reservoir of the Domestic Water 
Company, two and three-fourths miles 
east of Redlands, broke, and within 
five minutes water was two feet deep 
in the city of Redlands. Information 
of the flood was telephoned to San Ber- 
nardino at once. The man who tele- 
phoned stated that he was standing in 
the Sloan House ankle deep in water. 
This isin the very heart of the city, 
and if the water was that deep there 
at the time, a great deal of dumage 
must have been caused by the over- 
flow. 
THREE CHILDREN PROBABLY DROWNED 

Tne Redlands informant further 
stated that three children.had been 
seen going down thejstream. Whether 
they were dead or not has not been 
learned. ‘The information that has 
thus far been received is authentic. 
Itis not believed that the volume of 
the flood can increase. The Bear 
Valley reservoir is all right. It is 
perfectly safe, and there will be no ad- 
ditional damage or loss of life. 

HOW THE STORM BEGAN. 

The storm began about 4 o’clock this 
afternoon in this city. The water 
poured down for quite a while in the 
mountains, and on the desert rain has 
poured down all the afternoon. At 
this hour no apprehension: is felt. 
The motor road track was three feet 
under water, and communication with 
Redlands over this route has been 


closed. 


LATER—At 6:30 p.m. another story 
was’ recieved from Redlands giving 
further details of the flood. The wa- 


ter ran down in a stream about four

the city east and west. The reservoir 
did not break but the supply pipes did. 
The water traverses the entire busi- 
ness portion of the city. Chick- 
ens, tents, horses and stock of all 
kinds are coming down stream. 
People who have been living along 
the zanja in tents have been 
WASHED OUT. 
Their habitations are now miles 
away. The three children who were 
seen coming down the stream are be- 
lieved to be members of a family that 
has been living ina tent on the zanja. 
Whether or not they were rescued is 
not known. The flood was occasioned 
by a cloud-burst in the Yucaipa Valley. 
STILL LATER REPORTS. 

At 7 o’clock a still later report came 
in announcing that the stream had all 
passed down and that no further dam- 
age would be done. has been dis- 
covered that no reservoirs burst 
and the flood was occasioned 
by a cloud-burst on Crafton 
Hills, The stream .,came down 
from Crafton Hills six feet high and 
between forty and fifty feet wide. It 
cams down Citrus avenus 3000 inchas 
strong, and came in through the side 
streets, down past the Sloan House on 
State street. Below the city the stream 
again went into the zanja, and four 
small frame houses were washed away. 
This is the only serious damage done. 


Rain at San Bernardino and Flood at 
Redlands. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 11.—[By 
the Associated Prees.| This afternoon 
about 3 o’clock a storm gathered in the 
mountains northeast of this city and 
floated this way. The storm, accom- 
panied by heavy thunder ana light- 
ning, struck this city about 4 o’clock 
and it rained heavily. The storm- 
cloud floated back to the east again 
and the center of the storm appeared 
to hang over the valley to the north of 
Redlands until its entire force was 
spent. 

Half an inch or more of rain fell in 
this city. But little tell. west of here. 
One barn was struck by lightning in 
Highland and burned. Two horses 
were killed. 

The motor line between here and 
Redlands wus washed ont. 

A FLOOD AT REDLANDS. 

REDLANDS, Aug. 11.—Several thou- 
sand inches of water are now pouring 
through State and Water streets and 
Citrus avenue in thiscity. The water 
came frow a cloud-burst in the bills 
back of Redlands. Ths Bear Valley 
Irrigation Company’s pipes, canals 
and reservoirs wets injured. The 
damage is slight. 

At Redlands and °*st of that city 
the rainfall became a cloud-burst. 
The Crafton flood came down Mill 
Creek through Rediands and flowed 
for hours through the entire city, two 
feet deep in Mary street, flooding all 
business houses an Washing away 
some houses situated flong the creek. 

The flood struck Redlands at 5 
o’clock. So far as known no reservoir 
has broken. ‘The flood was caused by 
a heavy cloud-burst. The water in 
Sloan’s Hotel is one foot deep. and in 
front of the First National Bank at 
the motor depot the water is three feet 
deep. The men at work in the tele- 
ae office were carried out on borse- 

ack. 

The storm was heaviest at Crofton, 
three miles east of Redlands. Mill 
Creek, a zapja which is lined with 
alder trees the entire length from 
Crofton to Redlands, is a scene of 
devastation. The Barton tract, west 
of Redlands, which is covered with 
residences and young orchards, is 
flooded badly, having received the full 
force of the Redlands flood.

No provi- 
sion is made for the redemption of the 
second debentures, but the company 
reserves the right to exchange them for 
fully paid up preference shares. Sub- 
scriptions to the new issue are invited 
privately amoung leading financial tirms 
and itis rumored that these invita- 
tions have been-somewhat successi{ul. 

This afternoon a financial paper of 
this city advises the public not to in- 
vest in the new debentures. It says 
that the statemeat that during the last 
five years the average yearly profits of 
the firm were $300,000 may be correct 
but that this does not afford the slight- 
est guidance as to tuture results,

The Steamer on Being Refused 
Clearance Papers Departs with~ 
out Them—Another Chance 
for Diplomacy.

New York, Aug. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The superintendent of 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company was 
advised today by the company’s agent 
at La Libertad, Salvador, that the City 
of Panama, which had been detained 
on account of having political refugees 
on board, had sailed from that port 
direct to San José de Guatemala, The 
agent also stated that the cargo had 
been discharged at La Libertad and 
the commandante at the port refused to 
dispatch the vessel. 

Vice-President Houston of the Pa- 
cific Mail Company said this afternoon 
that he had received a dispatch stat- 
ing that the City of Panama had been 
seized and detained at La Libertad by 
the authorities of Salvador because 
there were political refugees on board. 
The details are very meagre, the dis- 
patch having evidently been edited 
with great care by the Salvador 
officials. Gen. Latonais a passenger 
on the City of Panama. He is a po- 
litical refugee bound from Corcinto, 
Nicaragua, to San José de Guatemala. 
How this concerns Salvadoreans is not 
stated, but they demanded his sur- 
render at La Union. Capt. White re- 
fused tocomply with the order, and 
the commandante of the port refused 
him clearance papers. He sailed 
without them, telegraphing informa- 
tion to the agent at Panama, who ad- 
vised him to make the port of San José 
de Guatemala direct, fearing the 
wrath of President Ezeta, who has 
an armed foice at <Aca Jutala. 
Capt. White no doubt had to stop at 
La Libertad to let off passengers. 
There he was told that his ship would 
be confiscated unless he gave up five 
political refugees whose names are 
not given. He again refused to deliver 
up the men, who were under the pro- 
tection of the American flag, and he 
was not allowed to proceed on his way. 

Nothing further has been heard from 
Capt. White. The matter has been 
referred to the State Department at 
Washington. The Salvador consul 
said today that he had received no 
advices concerning the detention of the 
steamship. Hc was aware of existing 
trouble between the company and au- 
thorities, but did not know it was of 
such a serious nature as would cause 
the detention of the vessel. He ex- 
pects to receive word from there soon. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The State 
Department has not yet received infor- 
mation of the reported seizure of the 
Pacific Mail steamer City of Panama, 
at La Libertad, Salvador. It was ad- 
vised of the threatened intention of 
the authorities of Salvador to seize the 
vessel at Acajutia because she lefta 
port of Salvador without properly 
clearing under the law. The depart- 
ment telegraphed the United States 
minister to examine into the facts im- 
mediately and make areportof the 
result of his investigation.

TopeKA (Kan,,) Aug. 11.—McGrath, 
president of the Farmers’ Alliance, 
has returned from a trip through the 
state. He says a large amount of 
wheat 1s being held by the farmers 
with the expectation that the price 
will advance. 

ToreKA (Kan.,) Aug. 11.—The latest 
in the way of Alliance commercial or- 
gauizations are shipping associations. 
They form a part of the Alliance plan 
for managing the wheat sales without 
the use of agents, and charters of 
three organizations were filed with 
the Secretary of State today. 
Congressman Baker, who has just 
returned from Minneapolis, quotes 
Mr. Pillsbury as saying that there is 
no reason why the farmers should not, 
under uormal conditions, be now re- 
ceiving $1.25 a bushel for wheat at 
farms.

CHICAGO, Aug. 11.—An Iquique cor- 
respondent has been over the whole 
Congressional field within the last two 
days, and is astonished at the great 
change for the better which has taken 
place in the condition of the insurgent 
party. From all that he bas seen and 
heard, he is lead to the confident be- 
lief that in their expedition to the 
south the Congressional forces will 
meet with success and prove victorious 
over the forces of Bbalmaceda.

NEEDS A LESSON, 


Rioting Still Prevalent in 
China, 


Two of the Leaders Executed and Their 
Heads Exposed in Public 


Foreigners Subjected to Silly Searches 
by Fanatical Officers, 


The Crutser Charleston Ordered 
to the Scene of Trouble 
as Soon as Pos- 


sible.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 11.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The steamship 
Oceanic arrived this evening from 
Hong Kong and Yokohoma, 

Advices from Hong Kong up to July 
15 state that the fire of discontent is 
still smouldering in North China, and 
occasional riots are reported. Mission 
stations near Canton are said to have 
been attacked, but no particulars are 
learned. Twoot the Wusuch rioters on 
trial voluntarily confessed that they 
murdered two foreigners, Green and 
Agent Culp during the Wusuch riots. 
The two prisoners were accordingly 
sent back to the Kuang Chi district 
and executed July 5. Their heads are 
hnng up at Wusuch as a warning to 
other evil doers. 

A correspondent at Tien Tsen writes 
under date of June 27 that all is quiet 
there,and no trouble is anticipated. 
Comparative quiet seems to be recov- 
ered inthe Yangtsza Valley, and sev- 
eral foreign gunboats have left for 
other stations. 

The correspondent at Tsing Kiang 
writes under date of June 27 that the 
viceroy wrote to officials here that the 
residences of foreigners should be 
searched to see if they had any babies 
or dead people’s bodies about. The 
Presbyterian mission was searched by 
officers, while a crowd of excited na- 
tives waited outside. The mob broke 
into the Catholic mission, but were 
put out by the occupants, Mr. Chalfant 
bolding the riuters at bay with a re- 
volver. The authorities finally sent 
military to the scene, and the soldiers 
guarded the mission all night. 

On July 4, news came by telegraph 
from the southern part of the province 
of serious rioting. In this section the 
Catholics bave large property interests, 
many fine churches and a large orphan- 
age. Severalof these bave been de 
stroyed by the mob. At Fucheufu the 
rioters wrecked an outhouse, entered a 
church and the priests’ house and 
sacked everything, but did not burn 
the buildings. Tne amount of damage 
done is not known, but it is learned 
that the orphanage was not injured. 
Soldiers were ordered out and patrol 
the streets all night, guarding the 
church property. The town is now left 
without a gunboat, and a feeling of un- 
easiness prevails. 

A telegram from Tien Tsen states 
that the French and British ministers 
in China have opened negotiations 
with Tsungli Yamen in regard to their 
claim for indemnity on account of the 
recent riots. The sum claimed is 
5,500,000 taels. 

THE CHARLESTON’S ORDERS,

THE TRUE FACTS OF THE CASE 


The Defendant Has a Straight De- 
cree from the Nebraska Courts 
—Charged with Forgery—- 

New Suits. 


On Friday afternoon last, the first legal 
document to be filed in the new quarters of 
the County Clerk was presented by Mrs. 
Sarah A. Burns in the shape of a lengthy 
document, which turned out tobe the com- 
plaintinasuitfor divorce. The woman 
appeared for herself aithouch the name of 
James W. Caldwell had originally appeared 
in the documentas her attorney, but was 
erased, The plaintiffin this suit claimed 
that ber husband w.s J. Frank Burns, ex- 
Chief of Police of this city and the burden 
of her complaint was that lie had deserted 
her and was livingin open and notorious 
adultery with a Mrs, Hii!. She also desired 
to obtain some $17,000 wort! of property, in 
which she claimed an interest. 

As Mr. Barns was spending his vacation 
with his family at Coronado, his side of the 
story could not be obtained; but on his return 
yesterday afternoon a ‘Times reporter found 
him perusing the document filed by his 
former wite at the County Clerk’s office. 
Acting under thé advice of his attorneys, 
Messrs. Brunson, Wilson and Lamme, Mr. 
Burns refused to be interviewed on the sub- 
ject, merely rem irking that those who knew 
bim were cognizant of the true facts in the 
case. hen pressed, however, to impart 
some information for the benefit of those 
who were pot so fortunate, Mr. Burns 
handed the reporter the foliowing dvucu- 
ments which speak for themselves, 

Court Journal, Brown county, Oetober 14, 
issé—James F. Burns vs. Sarah A. Buros 
et al.—Decree, 

New, on this 14th day of October, 1886, 
the same being the first diy of the special 
October term of this court. this cause came 
on for hearing, plaintiff appearing person- 
ally,and by Holmes & White his attor- 
neys, defendant, Sarah A. Burns, appearing 
by her attorney, L. K. Alder, and after 
hearing the evidence the Court, being fully 
advised in the premises, finus: 

Th:ton the day of February, 15%, 
plaintiff and defehdaut, Sarah A. Burns, 
were married as alleged in plaintiff’s peti- 
tion, Thatat divers and various dates dur- 
ing the years 1884, 1855 and 1886, said de- 
fendant committed adultery with one 
Charlies KE. Ellenwood, and was guilty of 
unchaste and improper conduct, and that 
said offenses have not been condoned. The 
Court further finds that defendant, Sarah 
A. Burns, is seized of certain real estate in 
Los Angeles, Cal, and Ainsworth, Neb., 
and certain personal property described in 
the plaintiff’s petition, and that said prop- 
erty is not in excess of the amount beces- 
sary for her maintenance. 

lt is therefure considered, adjudged and 
decreed by the Court that the bonds of mat- 
rin.ony heretofore existing between the 
plaintiff and said defendant be dissolved; 
that the said defendant be allowed all‘ the 
property described in pl:intiff’s petition, in- 
e'uding lot 9 in block 11 Usborne’s addition 
to Ainsworth, io her own right, divested of 
all cla:m or interést of the plaintiff herein, 
to hold the real estate by absolute title with 
full power to sell and convey the same, and 
that said plainuff be reiieved from ali obli- 
gation to support and maintain said defend- 
ant.

THE LANCASTER SHOOTING. 

The prelimiuary 6xamination into the 
case in whico Jusiice of the Peace N. A. 
Vorris is charged with having assaulted M. 
H. Crane of Lancaster, with intent to con- 
wit wurder, ou July 14 last, was resumed 
vy Justice Stantoa in the Township Caurt 
yesterday morning, and occupied bis atten- 
Lion until a late Lour last nigot. 

The cross-eximination of the witness 
Mayes, which was still in progress when 
the court adjourned on Monday evening, 
was proceeded wi.b, but apo new facts were 
vrougbt out except that be had beard Morris 
express a kindly feeling toward Crane, aud 
cousidered tim as friendly disposed until 
after ihe exam nation into the charge of hurse 
stealing preferred against Crane, which was 
dismissed on motion of the District Attor- 
agy. It was also extracted from the wit- 

1688 that Morris had been out peddling 
meat all day, but that he returned abvut 
sundown, Mayes had not seen bim for at 
ieast half an hour previous to the shvoting, 
aud when last seen by the witness wore 4a 
dark suit and a sott Diack hat. In the opin- 
on of the witness the ghots could not have 
yeen fired by snyone standing in the street 
outside the saloon, but must have been fired 
wy @ man on horseback, as the shot holes.in 
‘he counter, in front of which Cain had 
veen sitting when shot, were too low down, 

‘Lhe next witness ealled was J. M. C. Van 
Urden, a butcher and defendant’s partner 
iu the butcher shop next door to the saloou 
it Lancas-er. He testified to the effect that 

t the time of the sheoting he was in the 
rear of the saloon, There was a lignt there, 
out notin the shop, Saw Morris some time 
prior to the shouting, When he was attired 
iu a dark suit and black soft hat; he could 
not, Dowever, Swearas to whether or not 
ne had a coat on, or as to the coior of his 
shirt. The witness was then examined as 
to the statement made by Crane, after he 
had been shut. at Leland’s house, and as to 
‘the subsequent arzest ef Shearer and Drum- 
mond, corroborating Mayes’s testimony in 

hese particulars, and also as to the shot 
holes in the courter, He admitted that he 
had a doubie-barreiled shotgun, to which 
Morris could have had access. 

Porferio Valencia, a vaquero, Was the 
next witness, He stated that he knew both 
Crane and the defendant, Morris, and saw 
the former in Gentry’s saloon about 8:30 

"clock on the nignt of theshooting. There 
-were also present Gentry, Kitchline, Van 
Orden, Mayes and another man whom he 
did not know. While there the witness 
saw Morris, who was dressed in a-dark coat 
and vest, white or striped shirt aid biack 
soft hat, com~ to the window, close to which 
Crane was sitting, two or three times. 
After looking inside Morris walked away 
again, but he way still near there when 
Mayes went over, to the depot with Kitch- 
line, ‘The witness leit there shortly after- 
wards, but whén about two hundred and 
twenty yards from the saloon heard two 
shots In quick succession, and returned to 
see what had happened. Did not see Mor- 
ris at that time time. 

At tnis juncture a recess was ordered 
until 1:30 o'clock, but it was fully thirty 
minutes later than that hour before the pro- 
ceediugs were resumed, Miss A. Dunning, 
the pustinistress at Laneaster, being called. 
She testified to the effect that about 9 
o’clock ou July 14 he was reading in 
her room in the pustoffice building, when 
she was disturbed by the reports of two 
shots. On looking out she saw two men, 
one of whom was near a small tree close tu 
the corner cf Leland’s lot. He was in a 
stoping posture, and had a gun in his 
hands. She could not tell how he was 
dressed, butin stature he was of medium 
height, and about the size of Morris and 
half a dozen others in Lancaster. There 
was no man on horseback in the vicinity as 
far as the witness could see. ‘ 

Z ck Gentry, the proprietor of the saloo 
in which Crane was shot, was called, but 


khew nothing of the affair except such 
facts as were related tohim by Mayes on

home atthe time. He testified, however, 
as to the shot holes inthe book, chair and 
counter. ° 

A. N. Leland, the station agent at Lan- 
caster, testified briefly to the effect that 
Crane came to his house, which is two doors. 
north of the saloon, on the night of July 14, 
and said that he had been shot. The wit- 
ness and a mao named Holland dressed his 
injuries, which consisted of gunshot wounds 
in the breast and bands. 

5. 6. Owens, a Ventura farmer, who was 
at Laucaster on the night of tbe shooting, 
stated that Mayes, Van Orden, Morris, 
Kitchline- and himself were all sitting. and 
standing outside of the saloon, Crane being 
inside, just prior to the shooting. When 
Mayes and Kitchline leftto go over to the 
depot, Morris and Van Orden were outside 
the butcher shop next door to the saloon, 
ana the witness strolled over to the hotel. 
Just as he reached tne hotel, he heard two 
shots and ran back to Leland’s house where 
he saw Crane, who was bleeding from 
wounds in his breast and arms. Shortiy 
afterward he heard Kitchline talking to 
Morris, when the latter said that at the time 
of the shooting he was ata woman’s house 
looking after some things. Morris then 
— a black bat, dark clothes and white 
shirt. 

J. C. Kitehline corroborated the testimony 
of the witnesses who preceded him; and 
after some further corroborative 
in the same line the case went over until 
this morning.

THEY CANNOT BE REMOVED 
FROM SAN PEDRO. 


A Complatintfor Perjury Sworn Out 
by Mr. Meservs against Hor- 
ticultural Secretary 
Mitchell. 


Judge Lucien Shaw issued a temporary 
injunction, yesterday, restraining Alvin KR. 
Meserve and others from removing certain 
orange trees recently imported from Tabiti, 
pending the decision of a suit commenced 
yesterday to condemn the same as a public 
nuisance upon the affidavitof G. J. Mitchell, 
secretary of the Board of Horticultural 
Commissioners, who swore that they were 
infected with scale bug. 

In an interview with a Times reporter 
yesterday, E. A. Meserve, Esq., the attor- 
ney, who is one of the defeucants, stated 
that he was very inuch surprised when he 
heard of this suit, as his brother, who was 
at San }’edro, where the trees still are, had 
telephoned him on Monday evening that the 


‘commissioners had been examining them 


all day. but had not succeeded in finding a 
single bug. He supposed the suit had been 
brought to prevent them from distributing 
the trees. but as far as that was concerned, 


he could state positively that they had not 
only never tried to distribute them, but did 
notintend to do sountii every bug was 


eradicated. As for the statement 
that the trees were being held 
by the commissioners, it was # 


falsehood, because they (the Meserves) 
were holding them on their own account, 
asthey had no intention of endangering 
their own orchards, which were worth 
maby times more than the whole shipload. 
There had been a great deal of taik about 
their 250 boxes of oranges and these trees, 
but he had noticed that not a word had been 
said about two shiploads, or 80,000 boxes, 
which had been received in San Francisco 
from the same id ntical orchard at Tabiti, 
since the arrival of theirs, which was on 
June 15 last. Aithough the board of com- 
missioners knew of the arrival of the last 
lot, it was noticeable that no effort was 
made to disinfect them. | 

As for the six or eight green scale bugs 
found by the commissioners yesterday 
morning bis brother, Elmo, who was a fine 
entomologist, bad assured him that he had 
never noticed any illeffect on the large 
trees at Tahiti from them. 

Later in the day Mr. Meserve filed a com- 

laintin the Township Court chirging G. J. 
Mitchell with having committed the crime 
of perjury in swearing to the affidavit upon 
which the injunction was issued; and some 
interesting developments may be expected 
in the pear future. '

BOTELLO’S ALLEY. 


A PASSAGEWAY THAT HAS BEEN 
OBLITERATED. 


A Sixteen-foot “Callejone” between 
Spring and New High Streets 
Almost Opposite the Old 
Courthouse. 


Many old residents of Los Angeles have 
a very distinct recollection of a sixteen-fvot 
“callejoae,” or public alieyway, extending 
from Spring to New High street, between 
the old county and city adobe buildings on 
Spriog street, and the prvperty originally 
owned by Narcisse Botello. This would 
make the alleyway almost opposite the old 
Courthouse, as it is about 200 feet from 
Franklin street. ‘There is no doubt but 
what such an alleyway existed, for Fire 
Commissioner Jake Kuhrts aud other old- 
timers have a distinct recollection of fre- 
quently driving through it, but no one 
seems to have auy very clear idea of how 
itcame to be closed up. 

Since the new Courthouse has been occu- 
pied, and the older lawyers have had to 
walk around by Temple or Franklin 
reach it, in c.x.8e they 
not go through tbe  haliway 
of the Jones Biock, interest in the matier 
has been revived, and there has been some 
quiet talk «bout looking into the case. 

As stated above, almust ail the very old- 
timers remember the alley, but not ono 
could tell just when it was closed up, or 
when the building that now occupies the 
ground was erected, There is a tradition 
to the effect that for a long time the alley- 
wsy wasciosed by a gate, the origin of 
which is stated as follows: There was very 
litle travel through this alley, and 
Botello got permission to erect a corridor 
to his house, which encroached on the alley, 
Later, it appeara, that Mr. Botello was an- 
noyed by persons passing through this cor- 
ridor at night, and he applied for permis-

A DERELICT COMPANY, 

Acting on the report of the City At- 
torney, presented on Monday, the 
Council will probably be able to make 
n beginning ip the solution of the 
vexed water question, particularly as 
relates to the service of the Citizens’ 
Water Company. In answer to inter- 
rogatories propounded by the Council, 
the City Attorney’s report 1s as fol- 
iows: 

Question: As tothe power of the city to 
condemn the Citizens’ water works under 
the law of eminent domain. 

Apnewer: It has that power. 

Question: Can the city purchase or lease 
the said water works, and if so by what 
methods other than by agreement with the 
company’ 

Answer: Itcan purchase or lease, but 


not otherwise than by agreement with the 
company. 

Question: Can the city compel said 
Water company to furnish pipe, hydrants, 
water, etc.’ 

Answer: No. 

While ccording to the terms of the lease 
of this company it is required to furnish 
sufficient water and hydrants, the only 
remedy the city hasis to forfeit its fran- 
chise tur failure todoso. This lease also 
provides thatin case notice has not been 
given tosever the same the city may pur- 
ch se the works of the company; but as the 
city has given formal notice to terminate 
the lease this proviso is inoperative. lou my 
Opinion the cheapest and quickest way to 
acquire the works of this company is by 
condemnation. While upon this subject 
desire to call the Councii’s attention to the 
fact that the City Water Company is re- 
fusing to comply with the terms of the 
ordinance ye by the Council for this 
yearand thatl have been informed by an 
vilicer of that company that they will refuse 
to be bound by the rates estabiished by the 
ordinance. lam in receiptof complaints 
every day in regard to the matter, and as 
we have already instituted suit against the 
Citizens’ Water Company to forfeit its works 
by reason of overcharging, | think we shouid 
also institute suit against the City Water 
Company for the same reason. 


This report was referred to a Com- 
mittee of the Whole and will doubtless 
be taken up and discussed at a special 
session. 
There seems to be abundant justifica- 
tion for the course outlined by the City 
Attorney with respect to the Citizens’ 
Water Company. The business of sup- 
plying water for domestic consumption 
is in the nature of a public trust. Not 
only were certain obligations stated 
and implied in the original franchise 
from the city, allowing the use of 
streets for the pipes of the com- 
pany, and certain other  privi- 
leges, but these obligations were 
reinforced by the subsequent lease 
to the company by the city ofa 
water supply. In this case the city 
furnishes free, or practically free, to 
the company about one hundred 
inches of water, which, at the current 
valuation of $1000 an inch, would rep- 
resent an investment of $100.000. The 
city also allows the use of streets for 
the mains, which privilege is undoubt- 
edly -worth something, but for which 
no specific charge 1s made. The only 
returns exacted for these valuable con- 
cessions are: 
First—That the company shall fur- 
nish to its consumers an abundant sup- 
ply of pure water. 
Second—That it shall charge there- 
for rates fixed by the Council. 
Tuird—That it shall furnish water 
for the extinguishment of fires ana for 
street sprinkling purposes free of 
charge. | 

Fourth—That it shall place hydrants 
at such points on its system as may be 


‘designated by the city. 


‘ihe fact is, that, while accepting 
the full benefits of all the concessions 
made to it, the Citizens’ Water Com- 
pany has been derelict in every one of 
its obligations to the city and to the’ 
public. Its system of accumulation 
and distribution of water has been in- 
adequate, so that the water, which is 
pure enough and abundant enough at 
the source, is befouled and rendered 
unfitto drink before it reaches the 
consumers,and is also short in quantity. 
In the matter of charges, the com- 
pany has always exceeded the 
schedule fixed. and bas repeatedly re- 
fused to conform to the mandates of 
the Council in this respect. In fur- 
nishing water for fires, the company 
has a derelict both in the matter of 
placing hydrants and providing an ad- 
equate supply, so that several valuable 
buildings bave been destroyed for the 
want of water. 

Itis not in reason, law, good gov- 
ernment or human endurance that such 
a jug-handle proposition (with a short 
supply of poor water in the jug) should 
long endure. 

It is high time that the city govern- 
ment arise in its strength and demand 
a forfeiture of the contract. The al- 
ternative of compliance has been urged 
until forbearance hus ceased to bea 
virtue, and now there 1s absolutely no 
remedy except.in extreme measures. 

Even if there were no specific con- 
tracts which had been systematically 
broken, the general laws of the State 
and a regard for the public welfare 
would justify a forfeiture of all the 
rights which the Citizens’ Water Com- 
pany how possesses. 

The Council will be fully warranted, 
both by law and by public sentiment, 
in declaring the franchise of the com- 
pany forfeited, in terminating the lease 
of its water supply, and then in con- 
demning the works of the company 
under the law of eminent domain, and 
allowing for them what they are rea- 
sonably worth. 

It is understood that the company 
has bonds outstanding to the amount 
of $200,000. Whether these bonds 
represent bona fide investments to that 
amvuunt is very doubtful. Those who 
are somewhat familiar with the invest- 
ments of the company cannot trace the 
expenditure of over $100.000 in provid- 
ing the plant. Of this $60,000 covered 
the original purchase and $40,000 is 
allowed for subseguent improvements. 
It should be remembered that the cost 
of extending mains to new districts 
has been largely covered by subsidies 
exacted from property owners in these 
districts. 


If the city condemns the works, al- 


lowing what they are justly worth, the 
bondholders will be obliged to stand on 
the merits of the property constituting 
their security... If the bonds have been 
unduly inflated they must submit toa 
scaling-down process, unless they wish 
to open up the affairs of thé company, 
with the chance of showing malfens- 
ance, 

It is understood that the resources of 
the company are now from $3500 to $4000 


tenance ranges from $1500 to $2000a 
month. This, it will be seen, leaves a 
handsome margin—probably not less 
than $20,000 a year. On some of the 
outstanding bonds the interest coupons 
have been regularly paid, while on 
others the interest has been as regu- 
larly defaulted, Itis stated that in 
the $55,000 in bonds held by the Rud- 
dock estate, not a dollar of interest bas 
ever been paid. Yet itis certain that 
these bonds represent $55,000 in good 
money invested in the enterprise. 
There seems reason to believe that 
there has not only been bad faith with 
the city in the matter of furnishing a 
water supply, but that there has been 
bad faith with the bondholders as well. 
If the works now pay a net revenue 
of 220,000 a year, they undoubtedly 
paid more during the boom years. 
This should have allowed the company 
not only to pay interest on its indebt- 
edness, but{o improve the service, 
keeping it commensurate with the 
growing demands of the community. 
Had this been done, some of the minor 
shortcomings and musdeeds of the 
company would have been overlooked 
and theré would have been no serious 
trouble. 
To a man up a tree it looks as though 
the Citizens’ Water Company has been 
operated for revenue only; that the 
treasury has. been systematically 
“milked,” (if we may talk of milk and 
water suv closely-allied) and that the 
bondholders have not uniformly been 
the beneficiaries. 
“A good shaking up there would be a 
benefit all along the line, and those in- 
vestors who have hitherto been left 
out in the cold ought to welcome it, 
no less than the city and the consum- 
ers. \: there will be all sorts of 


shrewdasubterfuges and coutroversies 
to prev@t the acquisition of the works 
by the city is to be expected, but a 
straightforward course as outlined by 
the City Attorney, if pursued without 
compromise or faltering, will in time 
cut the gordian knot. 


We print elsewhere a report on the 
system of the Citizens’ Waier Com- 
pany prepared by the City Engineer at 
the request of the Council. He shows 
that the company has been taking not 
less thau three times the water called 
for initslease. His estimate of the 
cost of the plant, taken from the com- 
pany’s figures and allowing in-every 
case the price of new pipes and mate- 
rial, shows a total of $242,438. it did 
not cost the present company anything 
like this sum. They bought the sys- 
tem in the first place, as stated, for 
$60,000, and a large part of the expense 
of extending mains has been defrayed 
by subsidies. In estimating the pres- 
ent value of the works the pipe should 
be figured at what itis really worth 
after having been in the ground two, 
three, four oradozen years, as the 
case may be, and other parts of the 
plant estimated at their actual value 
after use. 


KENTUCKY, 


We had read between the lines of the 
press dispatches sent out by the 
Courier Journal, well knowing the 
methods of that newspaper; and so we. 
publish the status without waiting to 
see the returns. We tind in the 
Courier Journal of August 4, the fol- 
lowing: 

In the legislative races the People’s party 
made itself feit to more purpose. It has 
elected representatives in Green, Taylor, 
Larne, Grayson, Bracken, Caidwell, Adair 
and Daviess counties.

POTATOES AND STARCH. 


The suggestion of Tne -Times that 
the establishment of starch fuctories 
would furnish a desirable outlet for 
the surpius crop of potatoes in Califor- 
nia this year, and the means of -utiliz- 
ing probably large productions in the 
future, is likely to lead to some practi- 
cal results. A gextiemun whois some- 
what interested ina good many car- 
loads of potatoes which are yet in the 
ground because they are not market- 
able, was sO impressed with the idea 
that he immediately proceeded to grate. 
up some of the tubers and treat them 
in accordance with the formula tha: 
‘tour mothers’”’ used to follow when 
they made theirown starch. The re- 
sult was a handful of as pretty white 
Starch as anybody ever looked at, 
which was exhibited at Tui: Timzs of- 
fice. 

The potato vields twenty per cent. 
{one fifth) of its bulk in the manufac- 
tured product. Starch selis for 5 
cents a pound wholesale. ‘Thus, 100 
pounds of potatoes ought to yield 20 
pounds of starch, which at the marke. 
price would bring $1.00. In this way, 
potato growers should be able to real- 
ize at 'east 60 cents per 100 peuads for 
their raw product. ‘I'hat is’a long 
way ahead of what they can do just 
now, when all hopes of cheaper freight 
to the East have been dashed and 
there is no market atall. If a steady 
market were assured by the starch fac- 
tories at even 60 cents per hundred 
pounds, there might be a fair profit in 
potato-raising in many, portions of

Another Scorching Day ‘in 
| the Kast. 


Terrible Results of the Heated Term 
in New York City. 


Many Prostrations and Deaths—Pit- — 


eous Street Scenes Witnessed. 


The Warm Wave in Other Citles— 
Welcome Rain Storms Cool the 
Atmosphere in Some 
Places. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New Yors, Aug. 11 the Asso- 
ciated Press] Ninety-four in the 
shade was registered by thermometers 
at noon thisday, This is the hottest 
day of the season and the hottest Au- 
gust day in twenty years. Sunstrokes 
have carried off a dozen people in the 
last twenty-four bours, and the hos- 
pitals are filled with others. Mosqui- 
tos are very numerous and add to the 
discomfort of the heat. At 2 this aft- 
ernoon a thunderstorm relieved the 
oppression somewhat. 

At 3:30 the thermometer had fallen 
to 84%. The rain cooled the sidewal 
aod houses and: freshened up thin 
It was a welcome relief. All day on 
business streets, especially those where 
horse cars run, it was pitiable to see 
the sufferings of horses. The animais 
gave out on all sides. Altogether the 
day was one of misery for man and 
beast. At Coney Isiand this afternoon 
the mercury registeted 93°. © 

Reports sent out by the weather bu- 
reau do notgive an adequate iaea of 
the intensity of the heat. When the 
thermometer in the observatory of the 
Equitable building registers 92°, it is 
much warmer than that on the surface 
in the crowded streets between the 
high buildings where the beat is radi- 
ated from pavements and walls, The 
thermometers on Broadway registered 
different degrees of heat this morn- 


ing, but all were hbfgher than 
the signal service thermometer. 
At 10 o’clock the latter was 
88°, while~- private thermometers 


registered 89° and over. Large num- 
bers oi peopie found relief on the piers 
aad in the parks today.
